Japanese during the last war* was not kept up nor improved * The pier walls 
were in a neglected condition. 

The Vest side of the new port was bordered by newly dredged up darth. No new 
pier walls had been built to partition off the water. 

The breakwaters had partly fallen apart and the electric standards (lichtmasts) 
placed on them were all askew. In general the harbor gave an unkept appearance. 

The harbor had a coal storage area with one coal hoist and a small supply of coal. 
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
